Commission 
to vote 
on traffic 
projects

Three transportation im- 
provement projects are sched- 
uled to be reviewed by the 
Manhattan City Commission at 
5 p.m. today at City Hall. If the 
city commission approves, the 
three projects will be proposed 
to the Kansas Department of 
Transportation for consider- 
ation for funding from econom- 
ic stimulus monies. 

The projects include im- 
provements to South Fourth 
St. for $2.5 million and the in- 
tersection at McCall Road and 
U.S. Highway 24 for $1.6 mil- 
lion. The third project would 
install traffic signals at the in- 
tersections of Seth Child Bou-

Tenant/landlord horror stories are often 2-sided

Imagine living in a home where 
nothing works - the washing machine 
and dishwasher are broken, the toilet 
overflows, and the refrigerator constant- 
ly spoils your food. 

Imagine living in a room that floods 
every time it rains and is consequent- 
ly infested with mold, or living under a 
roof and on top of a floor that sags and 
moans with the slightest breeze, leaving 
fallen ceiling tiles in the kitchen and you 
worried for your safety. 

These living conditions might seem 
unbearable, but they are a reality for 
many tenants renting in Manhattan, and 
they are what many K- State students are 
calling home. 

But who is to blame for the state of 
these hundreds of unkempt properties? 
Is it the tenant who tries to fit 100 people 
in his living room or the landlord who 
refuses to fix the broken floorboards? 

STUDENTS CLAIM LANDLORDS 
RESPONSIBLE FOR PROBLEMS 

Many student renters cry the lat- 
ter and blame the unreliable and un- 
trustworthy behavior of their landlords, 
or people who have been called "slum- 
lords," for their questionable living quar- 
ters.

Brian Drees, junior in milling science 
and management, lives on the 1800 block 
of Laramie St. He said he and his five 
housemates have been having problems 
with their landlord since they moved in. 

When they signed the lease last sum- 
mer, the house had plumbing problems 
as well as numerous broken applianc- 
es. Drees said his landlord promised the 
plumbing would be fixed by the time the 
men moved in. But when August rolled 
around, the refrigerator was still broken, 
the sewer was still backed up, and the 
basement had flooded after heavy rains. 

"Things like that drive us crazy," 
Drees said. "[Our landlord] comes by, 
says 'Yeah, we'll get right on that,' and 
then he just doesn't ever show up again 
or will duck our calls. The main thing 
that pisses me off about him is that he's 
a total yes-man, and it turns out he's just 
lying through his teeth. I really don't 
think he has any intention of carrying 
through what he promises." 

Payson Burnett, junior in financial 
and operations management, lived at 



1938 Hunting Road last year with three 
friends and said they had similar prob- 
lems with their landlord, who was con- 
sistently hard to reach. 

"We were kind of on our own the 
whole time," Burnett said. "He told us 
before we signed the lease that he would 
be living in Nevada and would visit every 
month, but I would say we saw him a to- 
tal of three times throughout the year." 

Burnett said he and his roommates 
ended up fixing and replacing every- 
thing that broke in the house - includ- 
ing a new clothes dryer - out of their 
own pockets. When they would have 
property-related problems or questions, 
Burnett said their landlord would never 
answer or return his calls. In fact, when 
the lease was up last August and Burnett 
called to get their $1,340 deposit back, 
Burnett said their landlord has changed 
his phone number without warning, and 
they never heard from him again. 

"If you're ever thinking about rent- 
ing from anybody that lives outside of 
Manhattan, don't do it," he said. "It's a 
bad idea."

Comedians to perform for Asian-American Awareness Month

be thankful that they are at least 17. 

Comedian Elliot Chang is scheduled 
to perform stand-up comedy as part of his 
"Barely Legal" national tour at 7 tonight 
in the Grand Ballroom of the K-State Stu- 
dent Union. The "Barely Legal" title re- 
flects Chang's rule that no one under 17 at- 
tend his live shows. Chang has performed 
at more than 400 colleges, and his TV ap- 
pearances include Comedy Central's "Pre- 
mium Blend," MTV's "FN MTV," Spike 
TV's "Crash Test" and NBC's "Law & Or- 
der SVU." 

"What makes Elliot's performance so 
great is his question-and-answer session," 




said Christina Patch, 
sophomore in accounting 
and president of K-State's 
Asian American Student 
Union, in a press release. 
"This is where he really 
talks about topics that are 
important to minorities, 
like Asians in the media 
and voting. A lot of times 
we don't have a voice un- 
less we have a huge voting 
group, and that's true for any minority." 

Chang's performance is part of 
K-State's effort to observe Asian-American 
Awareness Month this March. K-State's 
Asian American Student Union and the 
Union Program Council's Multicultural 
Committee have teamed up to bring several 
events to K-State that promote cultural

awareness of Asian 
Americans. 

"Sometimes people only 
see one side of a culture," 
said Patch. "They only 
see the Chinese and the 
Japanese, but there are a 
lot of other groups. The 
Asian-American Aware- 
ness Month is also for 
the Vietnamese, the Thai, 
the Asians in Afghani- 
stan. Many people are not as aware of these 
groups." 

Sai Vang, a Hmong comedian, is 
scheduled to perform at 7 p.m. Thursday 
in Room 212 of the K-State Student Union. 
The Hmong tribe was a group from Laos 
that was persecuted during the Vietnam 
War because they sided with the U.S.

Many Hmong tribe members fled 
Laos to Thailand, and a huge community 
of Hmong people now live in the U.S., in- 
cluding Sai Vang. Vang's comedic material 
deals with growing up poor, Asian-Ameri- 
cans, the differences between races and the 
differences between sexes. 

"The Asian American Student Union 
at K-State actually has four members that 
are Hmong," Patch said in the release. "Sai 
Vang is really funny. He talks about his ex- 
periences and what he went through when 
he was younger. He does a great job of pro- 
moting cultural awareness." 

A panel discussion, "Personal Stories 
of Asian-American Faculty and Staff in Cel- 
ebration of Our Heritage," will be noon to 1 
p.m. Wednesday in the Union Courtyard.

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Napping offers effective energy boosts

The last hurdle between 
K-State students and spring break 
is the dreaded midterm week. 
While students deprive themselves 
of sleep to study, experts said they 
should know that power naps and 
sleep actually help during these 
stressful times. 

"Napping is very restorative 
and can be very beneficial if used 
judicially," said Sue Lutz, sleep lab 
coordinator at Mt. Carmel Region- 
al Medical Center in Pittsburg, Kan. 
"But you want to restrict your naps 
to less than one hour. Anything 
more than that, and you'll disrupt 
your sleep schedule." 

Most students have experi- 
enced at least one all-nighter, and 
some might think cramming yields 
better results, but typically this is 
not the case. In the midst of intense 
study sessions, it is best to substitute 
caffeine intake with short naps ev- 
ery couple of hours. The time lost 
while napping is negligible, since 
it will help the brain return to the 
books more energized and capable 
of retention. 

"Any time I am working on a 
paper or studying, if I go to sleep 
for a while and come back, I feel re- 
ally refreshed," said Jaymee Wright, 
freshman in public relations. 

Wright has four midterms to 
tackle before the end of the week. 

"Sometimes naps are needed - 



Different nap lengths provide various benefits 



MINI-NAP: 

5-20 minutes: increases alertness, stamina, motor learning and motor 
performance 



TRADITIONAL POWER NAP: 

20 minutes: includes the benefits of the mini but additionally improves 
muscle memory and clears the brain of useless built-up information, which 
helps with long-term memory 



EXTENDED POWER NAP: 

45-60 minutes: all previous benefits, plus slow-wave and REM sleep — good 
for improving perceptual processing 



when you stay up late working, it 
just gives you a break from it all to 
relax," she said. 

If students have multiple pa- 
pers due throughout the week, Lutz 
said they should take their comput- 
ers and set them aside. It's best to 
take time to think about what you 
want to write, she said. If no ideas 
materialize, sleep on it. 

Experts agree that stepping 
away from a project refreshes the 
mind and could lead to better ideas 
later. Power napping allows the 
brain to recharge and provide cre- 
ative insight for new ideas. 

For those that habitually hit 
the snooze button as a daily rou- 
tine, scientists have proven that a 
20-minute nap midway through the 
day is more effective than sleeping 



20 more minutes in the morning. 

Research has found that those 
who take naps have significantly 
lower stress levels than those who 
neglect sleep. A quick 20-minute 
nap each day can help the body feel 
refreshed. The ability to nap is not 
for everybody, though. 

"I cannot take power naps. If 
I nap, it has to be for at least two 
hours," said Natalie Scott, junior in 
political science and English. "Ev- 
ery hour or so I get up and walk 
around to keep me going." 

Those who have found a prov- 
en system that allows for good 
grades can continue their practic- 
es, but for students who have not 
found a way to balance rest and 
studying, it might be time to give a 
nap a try.

Warren Buffett has invited students from 
K-State's Student Finance Association to visit 
the Berkshire Hathaway headquarters March 
26-28. During the group's time in Omaha, 
Neb., SFA members will have the opportuni- 
ty to network with Buffett. 

Buffett, chief executive officer and chair- 
man of Berkshire Hathaway, was listed by 
Forbes as the richest man in the world for the 
first half of 2008. 

Matt Hewitt, SFA trips director, said the 
experience the group will bring back to In- 
state makes the trip invaluable. 

"I think the most valuable thing we'll 
gain ... is the experience to meet one of the 
most brilliant financial minds of our lifetime 
and maybe who ever lived," said Hewitt, se- 
nior in accounting and finance. 

The trip was not originally on the SFA 
schedule, but Greg Foote, senior in agricul- 



tural economics, wrote to Buffett's secretary 
asking for the meeting. 

Foote, SFA fixed income manager, 
stayed in touch with the secretary, which 
earned them a spot on Buffett's calendar. 

SFA president Laura Liston said she 
hopes SFA will be invited back annually, ac- 
cording to a press release. 

"I hope this visit will become a mainstay 
in the Student Finance Association's sched- 
ule of events," she said.

Only 27 students from SFA and one fac- 
ulty member are scheduled to go on the trip, 
which is entirely funded by the attendees at 
$100 per person.

The cult of Rush Limbaugh certain- 
ly is an interesting phenomenon.

Limbaugh now has an approval rating 
that only aspires to meet that of Presi- 
dent George W. Bush. But for some rea- 
son, he is considered the most impor- 
tant political pundit in the country. 

This is a man who mimicked, on 
camera, the physical manifestations of 
Michael J. Fox's Parkinson's disease for 
the purposes of ridicule and then went 
on to accuse Fox of overdramatizing his 
symptoms. This is a man who did not 
condemn or deny the torture regime at 
Abu Ghraib like an ordinary apologist, 
but rather positively supported it, de- 
scribing the practices as well-deserved 
catharsis for the troops. This is a man 
who suggested drug users should be 
sentenced to lengthy prison sentences 
and was later discovered to be abusing 
prescription drugs. In short, to merely 
describe him as a despicable human be- 
ing does not seem sufficient. 

But the tenor of the national con- 
versation with him has changed. He re- 
cently made a fairly vanilla comment 
about a comprehensive health bill being 
named in memoriam of the not-quite- 
yet-deceased Ted Kennedy without any 
innuendo to either Teddy's alcoholism 



or his involvement in his brother's in- 
tern's death at Chappaquiddick, Mass., 
- and still found himself embroiled in 
controversy. And I needn't mention 
his very public desire to see President 
Obama fail, other than to observe that 
if he had said the same about President 
Clinton a decade ago, it would not have 
made him persona non grata in his own 
party - it would have made him Newt 
Gingrich. 

Perhaps the conspiracy theorists 
are right. Perhaps the entire affair has 
been a disingenuous design of the Dem- 
ocrats. It has certainly worked out well 
for them. About six months ago, I wrote 
that the GOP was headed for a schism, 
and now it seems like that observa- 
tion was about six months late. All of 
this is somewhat satisfying to those of 
us on the left; conservatives spent a fair 
amount of time last year crowing that 
we had finally discovered the slimy in- 
terior of former President Clinton that 
they had known about all along, and 
now, we're in a position to return the 
jeer. The fact is, the majority of peo- 
ple in this country just don't like Rush 
Limbaugh, and for good reason. I hope 
when he falls - spectacularly, with 
any luck - conservatives will be smart 
enough not to soften his landing.

Obama's first budget still reeks of pork, full of earmarks

"I want to pass a budget 
next year that ensures that each 
dollar we spend reflects only 
our most important national pri- 
orities," said President Barack 
Obama during the joint session 
of Congress Feb. 24. 

Wait a second. What about 
this year's budget? 

It sounds like Obama has al- 
ready put the stress of the 2009 
spending bill behind him and is 
moving on to next year's budget, 
which is supposedly his first real 
budget, according to the article 
"Does Obama Have a Double 
Standard on Earmarks?" pub- 
lished Feb. 26 in Time magazine. 

What's even more surpris- 



ing is Obama vowed to sign the 
2009 spending bill, despite the 
fact that there are more than 
9,000 earmarks in it. 

This year's budget has al- 
ready been passed by the House 
of Representatives, and now the 
Senate has to decide whether or 
not to delay the spending bill, 
which many government agen- 
cies are depending on. Unfortu- 
nately, earmark reform is one bi- 
partisan issue that has yet to be 
resolved. 

Let's take a step back and 
look at the facts. Obama prom- 
ised during the first presiden- 
tial debate to "go line by line 
to make sure that we are not 
spending money unwisely." He 
agreed with his opponent Sena- 
tor John McCain's conservative 
stance on earmark reform and 
the need to eliminate wasteful 
projects. That promise does not 
fit with the current situation. 

According to PolitiFact.com, 
the $787 billion economic stim- 
ulus bill had a few earmarks, in- 
cluding a power plant project in 
Illinois. However, Steve Ellis, 
the vice president of the organi- 



zation Taxpayers for Common 
Sense, reported that the stimulus 
bill is "largely earmark-free." 

In comparison, the $410 
billion Omnibus bill for 2009 
has more than a few earmarks. 
PolitiFact checked the numbers, 
and according to TCS, the total 
cost of earmarks is $7.7 billion. 

Some remarkable statistics 
from CNN's "State of the Union 
with John King" include the fol- 
lowing earmarks: $1,700,000 
for pig odor research in Iowa; 
$819,000 for catfish genetic re- 
search in Alabama; $190,000 for 
Buffalo Bill Historical Center in 
Wyoming; $238,000 for a deep 
sea voyaging program for youth 
in Hawaii and $209,000 for 
blueberry production in Georgia. 

What does the director of 
the White House Office of Man- 
agement and Budget have to say 
about this? 

"[Such bills] will not hap- 
pen when the president has the 
full legislative and appropria- 
tions process in place," said Pe- 
ter Orszag, director of the office, 
during an interview Sunday with 
CNN's John King. 



Orszag claims that the previ- 
ous administration decided how 
this year's budget would be al- 
located and said it was impera- 
tive to support the bill in order 
to keep the government running. 

"This is like your relief 
pitcher coming into the ninth in- 
ning and wanting to redo the 
whole game," Orszag said. 

"Next year we're going to 
be the starting pitcher, and the 
game's going to be completely 
different." 

Regardless, I think the en- 
tire budgeting process needs to 
be changed. Earmarks are only 
so important in understanding 
the need to get rid of any and 
all wasteful spending. Both par- 
ties are fed up with the practice 
of ignoring the bad habits of past 
administrations. We should be, 
too. 

I'm expecting Obama's ad- 
ministration to live up to the 
promises he made.

Clothing trends become 




Sustainable fashion 
becoming more popular 
in products, companies

While the idea of sustainability is not anything new, 
the way it translates to the apparel and textile industry 
is continually evolving. The word "sustainable" has be- 
come popular in recent years as "going green" has be- 
come the trendy thing to do, but students said it is im- 
portant to focus on the true meaning of the word. 

"Being a sustainable consumer is not just about re- 
cycling your waste products," said Meagan Pickett, grad- 
uate student in apparel and textiles. "It is about having a 
mindset to conserve and protect different aspects of your 
life, whether that be your food choices, your transporta- 
tion or your clothing." 

Though the original roots of sustainable living re- 
main true to this definition and a small percentage of 
consumers have adopted an entirely sustainable lifestyle, 
the idea of sustainability has become mass-marketable, 
with consumers adopting some aspects of sustainable 
living simply because it is fashionable. 

"I am pretty certain that most people do not take the 
time to know where their clothing actually came from or 
how it was made," said Zoe Waggoner, senior in apparel 
and textiles. "The average consumer is more concerned 
about whether or not it portrays them as 'green.'" 

Waggoner said much of the trendiness behind sus- 
tainability has come about because celebrities push the 
idea, though very few of them actually live up to the 
true standards of a sustainable lifestyle. 

The fashion industry has made great strides in 
terms of becoming more sustainable, partially to 
eliminate unnecessary harm to the environment 
and partially to turn a profit from increased 
consumer interest in "going green." 

"Sustainability is becoming more pop- 
ular with fashion retailers and manufactur- 
ers alike," said Kate Nickols, senior in ap- 
parel and textiles. "Many companies are 
trying to create their products in more eco- 
friendly ways and reduce the waste in- 
volved in these processes, and in doing so, 
many have reduced their costs because of 
this better use of materials and are also 
meeting the demands of the environmen- 
tally conscious consumer." 

One area of the industry still lacking 
in terms of sustainability is in the mass- 
production fashion sector. 

"Many retailers are pushing what's 
known as 'fast-fashion,' or trendy and cheap 
apparel that takes just a few weeks to pro- 
duce from the initial concept to the store 
floor," Pickett said. "These pieces are of low- 
er quality and typically only last the consumer 
for a few seasons, which increases the amount 
of textile waste." 

Waggoner said one way retailers might address 
the issue of textile waste at the end of the apparel 
life cycle is recycling fabric and materials. 
Instead of sending used clothing to landfills or sec- 
ondhand stores, perhaps manufacturers will begin to 
recycle materials and reproduce them into new appar- 
el," Waggoner said.

Even schools from bigger 
conferences have fallen off this 
season. After beating K-State 
in the Findlay Toyota Las Ve- 
gas Invitational on Nov. 29, the 
Iowa Hawkeyes went 10-14 in 
their final 24 games of the sea- 
son. 

Oregon was the same way. 
After their win over K-State on 
Dec. 7, the Ducks went 4-18 in 
their last 22 games. 

This is just proof that the 
RPI is way overrated when it 
comes to evaluating teams to be 
considered for the NCAA Tour- 
nament. 

These "experts" should 
really look at teams' last 12 
games. 

K-State is 9-3 in their last 
12 games, while the three Big 
12 teams going into the tourna- 
ment ahead of the Wildcats all 
have worse records. 

Texas A&M is 8-4, Oklaho- 
ma State is 7-5, and Texas is 6-6 
for the last 12 games. This sta- 
tistic is more important than the 
RPI because it shows how good 
the team has been recently and 
how they have played against 
their conference foes. 

But alas, the Wildcats seem 
to be destined for the NIT. 

Wildcat fans can look 
forward to playing games 
against such teams as 
Northeastern, Northern Iowa 
and Temple. K-State looks to 
be joined in the NIT by other 
bigger schools - Notre Dame, 
Michigan and Virginia Tech. 

Once Selection Sunday 
comes and goes this weekend 
with K-State not being selected, 
I can only imagine the fury that 
head coach Frank Martin will 
rain down on all of K-State's 
unsuspecting opponents in the 
NIT. 

And the Wildcats won't 
be playing with a chip on their 
shoulders - but a boulder.

When Dominique Sutton ar- 
rived at K-State last winter, he was 
highly touted as an athlete and for- 
mer AAU teammate of Michael Bea- 
sley. He was expected to bring ath- 
leticism and tough defense to a class 
of freshmen already considered to 
be the best in the nation. With Beas- 
ley and Bill Walker both gone to the 
NBA draft, Sutton remains as a fo- 
cal point of that recruiting class and 
is now stepping into new roles as a 
player. 

However, there is more to 
Sutton than just basketball. He has 
an outgoing personality that has 
helped him bond with teammates 
and grow as a person during his time 
at K-State. At the relatively young age 
of 22, Dominique Sutton is already 
described by one of his roommates 
as a grandfather. 

"[Sutton] is like the grandfather 
of the house," teammate Jamar Sam- 
uels said. "He wakes up early in the 
morning, cooks up breakfast with his 
pajamas on while everybody's still 
asleep. He wakes everybody up." 

Samuels also described Sutton 
as a fun person to be around. 

"Dominique is an outgoing per- 
son," he said. "He's willing to do 
anything with the team and the fam- 
ily. I've known him for two or three 
years, and ever since we met, I knew 
he was going to be a good friend of 
mine." 

This year, Sutton moved in with 
fellow teammates Samuels, Jacob 
Pullen and Curtis Kelly. The four of 
them spend most of their free time 
together hanging around their four- 
bedroom apartment. 

"If we don't have practice or 
have days off sometimes, we play 
video games all day," Sutton said. 
"We also go to the movies or just 
hang out at the apartment. We do ev- 
erything together." 

Sutton said he has been play- 
ing basketball since he was 7 years 
old. Between AAU and high school 
teams, Sutton said he has been play- 
ing organized basketball for about 12 
years. However, growing up, he par- 
ticipated in several different sports. 

"My favorite sport was football," 
Sutton said. "I played basketball, 
ran track and played volleyball as a 
freshman in high school, as well as 
playing baseball." 

After his freshman year of 
high school, he gave up those oth- 
er sports to focus on basketball. He 
was cleared to play at K-State on 
Dec. 26, 2007, and saw playing time 
in 13 Big 12 Conference games and 



two NCAA tournament games as a 
freshman. 

Sutton mentioned the instate ri- 
valry between K-State and Kansas as 
one of the aspects he likes best about 
being a Wildcat. 

"[The fans] really take that ri- 
valry to heart," Sutton said. "Even 
if we don't win any other game, it's 
still 'Beat KU, beat KIP. Where I 
come from, it's Duke and North 
Carolina, and we take it the same 
way." 

On the court, Dominique 
Sutton is known as one of the 
more athletic guards for the 
Wildcats. At 6 feet, 5 inch- 
es tall, Sutton uses his long 
arms and quickness to defend 
the opponents' best perime- 
ter players. Offensively, he is 
still learning how to be ef- 
fective outside the paint. 

"Dominique continues 
to grow offensively," K-State 
head coach Frank Martin 
said. "I've got to continue to 
evolve ways to incorporate 
him into the offensive side 
of the ball more than we 
have. But at the same time, 
he continues to grow." 

As a high school player 
at The Patterson School in 
Lenoir, N.C., Sutton played 
primarily in the post, so part 
of his transition into col- 
lege basketball was learn- 
ing to play as a guard. 

"For the last year, 
he's been learning how 
to play on the perimeter," 
Martin said. "His ener- 
gy, his ability to score 
around the rim and 
rebound the basket- 
ball and then de- 
fend are the things 
he brings to us." 
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Wildcats face top-5 opponent in Arizona State

This is the marquee match-up In- 
state baseball fans have been waiting 
to see. 

The Cats have rolled through the 
early 2009 campaign with a 10-2 record 
and are on a six-game winning streak as 
they begin a two-game series with No. 
5 Arizona State. The series begins today 
in Surprise, Ariz., at the Kansas City 
Royals spring training facility. 

The Wildcats will have their hands 
full with the Sun Devils sitting at 11-1. 
The Sun Devils have been dominant 
this season, carrying a team batting av- 
erage of .31 1 and a miniscule team ERA 
of 1.01. However, the they have yet to 
play away from their home stadium. 

Meanwhile, K-State has been 
equally impressive, tallying a team bat- 
ting average of .353, good enough for 
second place in the Big 12 Conference. 
The pitching staff has also been excel- 
lent with a team ERA of 1.93, which 
also ranks second in the Big 12. 

At the plate, the Wildcats have 
been sizzling. Catcher Rob Vaughn 
ranks third in the conference, hitting 
.520 for the season. Middle inh'elders 
Drew Biery and Carter Jurica also rank 
in the top 15 in the Big 12 for batting 
average. 

Sophomore third baseman Jason 



King has hit four home runs, good for 
fourth in the Big 12, and also ranks in 
the top five in total bases with 34. Junior 
first baseman Justin Bloxom, K-State's 
leading returning slugger, has been 
solid with a .375 average and carries a 
.583 slugging percentage. 

Outfielder Nick Martini has thrived 
as a freshman, leading the Big 12 with 
seven doubles on the year. 

K-State has also been excellent on 
the base paths with a conference-lead- 
ing 42 stolen bases, 20 ahead of sec- 
ond-place Texas A&M. Senior outfield- 
er Dane Yelovich leads the charge with 
nine stolen bases on 13 attempts. 

On the mound, junior A.J. Mor- 
ris has been flawless, not allowing an 
earned run in 18 innings pitched. Mor- 
ris is one of only two pitchers in the Big 
12 to not allow an earned run in over 
10 innings pitched. The junior right- 
hander is scheduled to start today. 

The games are being played as 
part of the Coca-Cola Midweek Col- 
lege Classic at Surprise Stadium. First 
pitch is scheduled for approximate- 
ly 6:30 p.m. This time might change, 
since the game will start 45 minutes af- 
ter the conclusion of the Texas Rangers- 
San Francisco Giants exhibition game, 
which begins at 3 p.m.

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Doctoral student turns passion for political involvement into book

Graduate student Paul Ibbet- 
son recently published his second 
politically charged book, "Feed- 
ing Lions: Sharing the Conser- 
vative Philosophy in a Politically 
Hostile World." 

"'Feeding Lions' was writ- 
ten to address the differences be- 
tween conservatives and liberals 
in the modern world," said Ibbet- 
son, who is currently pursuing his 
doctorate in sociology. "Most peo- 
ple don't share their opinions on 
politics because they don't want 
to cause divisions." 

Ibbetson said he believes 
the majority of the country keeps 
center-right values but thinks 
most people are not politically in- 
volved because they have a fear of 
speaking up. As a result, he said 
the country is losing its tradition- 
al conservative values. 

"This is a center-right na- 
tion," Ibbetson said. "Conserva- 
tives have the majority ... The ma- 
jority of the nation can't sit back 
and not get involved - people 
have power by getting involved." 

He said he hopes his book 
will cause more people to get in- 
volved in the political process. 

"This book is dedicated to ev- 
eryday people - people who are 
often told they can't really have 
any effect on politics," he said. 

"I believe those people are 
the heart and soul of this coun- 
try." 

The desire to connect with 
everyday people is what led Ib- 
betson to use the analogy of a 
zoo throughout the book, start- 
ing with the title, "Feeding Lions" 
and continuing with chapter titles 
like "Polar Bears and Ice Cubes" 
and "Zoo You Believe?" Ibbetson 
uses the zoo analogy to address a 
myriad of issues including global 
warming, the War on Terror, bor- 
der security, the Patriot Act and 
political correctness. 

Though Ibbetson deals with 
a wide variety of current politi- 
cal issues, he said he also thinks 
these topics are side issues framed 
by particular values. 

"There are lots of side is- 
sues, but they hang on the funda- 
mental principles of God, family, 
country," he said. "Conservatives 
adhere to those tenets and hang 



those issues from them." 

Ibbetson also criticized the 
idea of associating conservativism 
with political parties, stating that 
"there are conservatives in the 
Democratic Party and liberals in 
the Republican Party." 

"Feeding Lions" includes an 
appendix which showcases the 
positive and negative feedback Ib- 
betson has received. 

"I never delete comments, 
good or bad," Ibbetson said. 

The most common criticism 
Ibbetson said he hears are ar- 
guments stating his view of the 
world is too simplistic, instead of- 
fering a view Ibbetson described 
as "moral relativism." 

He said perhaps one of the 
best pieces of positive feedback 
he has received was a congrat- 
ulatory letter written by former 
President George W. Bush upon 
the publication of Ibbetson's first 
book, "Living under the Patriot 
Act: Educating a Society," which 
was published in 2007. 

Beyond his books, Ibbetson 
also writes political commentary 
for 35 different political Web sites 
including American Daily, Capitol 
Hill Coffee House, Renew Amer- 
ica and The Post Chronicle. He is 
finishing his composition exams 
and working on his dissertation, 
which will examine the ways ter- 
rorism and national security af- 
fect law enforcement. 

Ibbetson's interest in law en- 
forcement springs in part from his 
experience as the former chief of 
police in Cherryvale, Kan. His in- 
terest led him to earn his bache- 
lor's and master's degrees in crim- 
inal justice at Wichita State Uni- 
versity. 

Ibbetson said he is leaving 
his options open once he finishes 
graduate school. 

"I love radio, I love talking to 
people, I love debate," he said. 

Ibbetson said he hopes his 
work, specifically "Feeding Li- 
ons," will bring more people to 
politics. 

"I'm hoping we'll make a big 
noise with this book," he said.

The total cost for the 
projects is estimated at 
$4,792,500. According to 
the resolution, City Man- 
ager Ron Fehr has rec- 
ommended that the com- 
missioners request $2.5 
million in funding from 
KDOT. Most of the re- 
maining costs would be 



covered with temporary 
notes, according to the 
agenda. 

The applications to 
KDOT are due by March 
18, which is why city ad- 
ministration added these 
items to the work session 
agenda as special items. 

City administration 
is also scheduled to hear 
comments from city com- 
missioners and the public 
about possible improve- 
ments to a section of An- 
derson Avenue, from An- 



neberg Park to Scenic 
Drive. 

The improvements 
for which administrators 
are seeking input include 
additional lanes, traffic 
signals at intersections 
and pedestrian and bicy- 
cle paths.

of housing and dining ser- 
vices and Manhattan land- 
lord since 1970. 

"There are some peo- 
ple who just find it difficult 
dealing with college stu- 
dents," he said. 

After renting properties 
to K- State students for more 
than 30 years, Pence said he 
accepts that his tenants will 
"rough up" his homes a lit- 
tle. 

"I realize these kids 
want to party," he said. 
"That's a part of college life. 
You're going to let off steam 
on Friday and Saturday 
nights." 

Because of this, things 
are bound to constant- 
ly break, Pence said, and 
sometimes it's not feasi- 
ble for them to get fixed 
right away. He said it often 
takes several days to hire a 
company to fix a plumbing 
problem or to figure out if it 
is more cost-effective to re- 
place an appliance. In some 
cases, Pence said the land- 
lord simply might not have 
the money to make repairs 
right away. 

"It just depends on how 
long it takes to get every- 
thing figured out," he said. 
"And if they screw it up, you 
might make them wait a day 
or two so that [the tenants] 
learn. It's the lack of re- 
sponsibility that turns land- 
lords off on some of these 
kids."

Yet it's not just the land- 
lords who are being "turned 
off." Some tenants admitted 
to being genuinely afraid of 
their landlords and scared 
to press them for repairs. 

Drees asked that his 
landlord's name not be 
printed out of fear that his 
landlord would feel he was 
being bad-mouthed and 
would charge the tenants 
for even more of the house's 
damages. 

"It's really up in the air 
how much they could pin 



on us," Drees said. 

STUDENTS CAN GETTHE 
FACTS ABOUT RENTING 

Samantha McGill, di- 
rector of consumer and ten- 
ant affairs at K-State, said 
students need to know their 
legal rights. 

"A lot of complaints we 
receive are from students 
concerned that their land- 
lords are not doing what 
they're supposed to be do- 
ing or are concerned about 
leases they don't under- 
stand," she said. 

She said the depart- 
ment tries to help students 
become more knowledge- 
able about the Kansas Res- 
idential Landlord & Tenant 
Act, which governs tenant- 
landlord relationships. 

"We help teach them 
about their rights as a ten- 
ant, because a lot of stu- 
dents don't even know they 
have any," she said. 

This lack of education 
on housing situations is the 
key issue in tenant-landlord 
disputes, Alliance Property 
Management landlord Brice 
Ebert said. 

"It comes down to the 
fact that the tenants don't 
know what to do if there 
are any problems," he said. 
"They feel they're going to 
lose their deposit from their 
landlord if something's not 
working, which is almost 
never the case. A lot of peo- 
ple think of landlords as this 
big monster that just wants 
to take your money, but it's 
just not true. We want to 
work with tenants, and I 
can't stress that enough." 

Ebert said with every- 
thing in life, there is about 
10 percent of people caus- 
ing 90 percent of the prob- 
lems, and with tenant-land- 
lord disputes, there is no ex- 
ception. 

"People are going to 
make their own decisions," 
he said, "and with whatev- 
er decision they're making, 
they're going to have to suf- 
fer the consequences, what- 
ever they may be. They're 
going to have to be held re- 
sponsible for their actions."
